We have been somewhat 
criticised in our explanation of 
the verse of Scripture in the 
fivangel Sept. 1st from 1 Cor. 

We used this Scripture 
to show up that divisions were 
sometimes necessary to show 
up the right.. Both sides can’t 
be right, so by a_ division the 
right side will show up. ‘This 
is only necessary when wrong 
gets in and all other efforts 
have failed. 

i quoted the Syriac version 
which says, “There are to be 
contentions among you.”’ The 
king James version says in the 


margin “sects” among you. 
Why? That they which are 


approved may be made manifest 
among you, showing that some- 
thing was disapproved of in the 
church at Corinth. i 

This ‘brother also objects, be- 
cause he thinks I referred to 
him as a dead carcas, which I 
did not, nor did I refer to any 
other man. I only had reference 
to false doctrines and sin har- 
bored in the Church. My main 
thought was to get rid of that 
which is disapproved. 

He also objects, and says I 
referred to him as the rooster 
that crowed. No—I never 
mentioned rooster at all. I only 
had reference to any who ob- 
jects to organization as crow- 
ing, and saying “I’m not for 
Paul or Apollos but I’m _ for 
Christ.” In other words, I’m 
not a Methodist, or Baptist or 
any other denomination, I’m for 


Christ, don’t believe in organi-| 


zation. I knew that this broth- 
er believed in organization and 
is yet a member. 

fam sorry that he is so 
grieved, and only by his mis- 
apprehension of my thought. 

It is rather singular that A. 
J. Tomlinson preached this very 
doctrine ten years ago. Below 
is a reproduction of his article 
Mov. 1, 1913. 

* * * 

“Many of the precious chil- 
dren of God have been much 
pained, and indeed. there has 
been much cause for grief on 
account of separations that 
have taken place in the past. 

As we look back over the line 
ef church history there can be 
seen one continugus chain of 
separations and divisions. This 
is specially noticeable within 
the last five hundred years dur- 
ing which time many creeds and 
different forms of the Christian 
(?) religion have made their 
appedrance. 

During the time of these di- 
visions strong men have been 
made to weep and mourn for 
The, cause of such has 
usually been some’ point of 
doctrine or the introduction of

', new forms by some and _ op- 


posed by others. 
It is not our purpose, how- 
ever, to discuss divisions among 


', the churches that have sprung 


up during the last five hundred 
years, but we want to notice 


some divisions in Bible history 
and what we may expect now in 
these last days preparatory to 
our: Lord’s return to earth to 
find His church spotless and 
ready to be presented to Him 
clean, pure and. beautiful. 

When Israel was roving in the 
wilderness South ofthe prom- 
ised land with Moses and Aaron 
as their leaders some of the peo- 
ple became so dissatisfied that 
they rebelled against their God 
given leadérs and made a cap- 
tain of their own and deter- 
mined to go back to Egypt. This 
action so displeased the Lord 
that as “Korah gathered all the 
congregation against them unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and the glory of 
the Lord appeared unto all the 
congregation, * * * the Lord 
spake unto* Moses and _ unto 
Aaron, saying, Separate your- 
selves from among this congre- 
gation, that I, may consume 
them in a moment.” (Num. 
16:19-21.) 


Korah was an Israelite of the 
tribe of Levi. The others that 
rebelled were of Israel and 
princes besides, two hundred 
and fifty of them, but God 
ordered a separation just the 
same, and consumed the rebels. 


As we peruse the history of 
this incident it is easy to see the 
necessity of this separation for 
God was bent on the destruction 
of the rebels and if the loyal 
Israelites had refused to separ- 
ate from them they would have 
been destroyed with the rebels. 
In fact if they had refused to 
obey the command to separate 
they would have made them- 
selves rebels also, and all would 
have gone down. together. Hear 
the command as it sounded on 
that memorable day: ‘Depart, 
I pray you, from the tents of 
these wicked men, and touch 
nothing of.their’s lest ye be con- 
sumed in ail their sins.” 


Paul says, “Now all these 
things happened unto them for 
dnsamples: and are written for 
our admonition, upon whom the 
ends of the world are come.” 
(1 Cor. 10:11.) As we are now 
in the end of the world and the 
last great conflict ison we need 
t profit by the erisample and 
admonition. 

When Paul was leaving the 
elders of Ephesus, whom ‘he had 
called into council at Miletus 
he told them of divisions and 
separation that they might look 
for and expect. He told them 
that grievqus wolves would en- 
ter it among them and _ that 
even “of your ownselves shall 
men arise, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away disciples 
after them.” (Acts 20:29, 30.) 

In these last days people are 
so dissatisfied with the popular 
churches that in many instances 
as soon as they hear of the 
Bible church and that it is com- 





ing rapidly into prominence 
they straightway throw off: the 
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shackles and bonds of creeds 
and ecclesiastical forms and 
come into it when * opportunity 
is given. 

In many cases. gratitude and 
enthusiasm is mistaken for the 
\Spirit of the Lord, and in they 


icome without the Lord really} him 


adding them as should be the 
case. As time rolls on and 
things don’t go as smoothly as 
they expected, they become dis- 
satisfied and like Korah and his 
company, rise up in _ rebellion 
against those in authority, 
claiming some vision or revela- 
tion from the Lord, or bring in 
some plans or ideas contrary to 
the decision of the ‘‘General As- 
sembly,” and thus by their 
“gzood words and fair speeches” 
(Rom. 16:18) create an unrest 
and dissatifaction among those 
who would otherwise be loyal. 
The result of such friction 
and disloyalty will be a division 
and separation... Such divisions 
are necessary and no one 
should be discouraged when 
they come. 

A close study of the Scrip- 
tures will make this plain~ to 
every lover of truth. “Little 
children it is the last time: and 
as ye have heard that antichrist 
shall come, even now are there 
many antichrists; whereby we 
know it is the last time. They 
went out from us, but they were 
not of us; for if they had been 
of us, they would no doubt have 
continued with us: but they 
went out, that they might be 
made manifest that they were 
not all of us.” (1 John 2:18;19.) 

Such divisions and _ separ- 
ations are necessary to bring us 
into perfect oneness in answer 
to the prayer of Jesus. “That 
they may be made perfect in 
one.” (John 17:23.) 

Those who cause divisions 
and offences, contrary to the 
doctrine which we have learned 
from Paul and his comtempor- 
aries are to be avoided or sepa- 
rated from, otherwise we be- 
come guilty of disloyalty as well 
as they, and unless there is a 
separation from such all will go| 
down together. 

While it is true Paul shows 
his disapproval of divisions and 
advises that all speak the same 
thing and that there be no di- 
visions among us, yet on the 
other hand he approves of a 
showing of divisions that those 
who are loyal and right may be 
approved and those who are 
disloyal located. He first shows 
that carnality is the cause of 
division, but does not necessari- 
ly say that all |-are carnal be- 
cause there are some divisions. 
In his letter he first locates the 
cause in some who are yet 
carnal, but as he pursues the 
thought and continues his _let- 
ter he teaches them how the 
people who are disloyal can be 
located and distinguished from 
those who are loyal. “For first 
of all, when ye come together in 
the church, I hear that there be 
divisions among you; and I 
partly believe it. For there 
must be also heresis among you, 
that they which are approved 
may be made manifest. among 
you.” (1 Cor. 11:18, 19.) Those 
who cause the divisions will 
soon be located by their’ false 


teaching. “A man that is an 
heretic after the first -and 
second admonition reject.’ 


(Titus 3:10.) If he should draw 











a crowd off with him the re- 
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mainder who are loyal are 
required to separate from them 
even if he does have a lot of the 
most prominent men of the 
church, as was the case with 
Korah and the two hundred and 
fifty princes that were with 


In these last days we may 
look for divisions and sepa- 
rations of this kind for the 
Scriptures must be fullfilled 
and the prayer of Jesus an- 
swered, and all who will not 
come to the right terms will be 
located sooner or later and be 
put out of the way that when 
He comes He will find His 
Church without spot or wrinkle 
ready to be presented to Him- 
self a glorious church. Halle- 
lujah! 

God’s people are to be one 
and all others will go out from 
them. Again I say, Hallelujah! 
Hallelujah!! It is either Christ 
or antichrist. The battle is on 
and those who are too weak to 
fight had just as well remain 
where they are for they will be 
of no value in the service in 
these last days of divisions and 
separations. The gifts are soon 
to be realized and the Ananias’ 
and Sapphrias’ are going 
to be located and great fear 
will come upon all, as was the 
case when Korah and his com- 
pany, their wives and children 
and all their possessions, were 
swallowed up by the earth and 
the true Isrealites or those who 
were loyal to Moses, their God 
appointed leader, “fled at the 
cry of them: for they said, Lest 
the earth swallow us.up also.” 
(Num.16:31; 34.) 

God’s people shall be “one 
heart and one soul” and in 
order for this to be realized 
there must of necessity come 
divisions and separations that 
all who are disloyal will be put 
out of the way. 

Who is going to be loyel to 
Christ and His Church and be 
clean and pure when He comes? 
Will you?” = Wilf-you?.” 





Weare delighted with the 
many encouraging reports from 
the various States where the 
Church of God is established, 
and to note that many are tak- 
ing new courage, and that God 
is blessing their work in a more 
marvelous way.

We Are Not Sticklers for the 
Constitution 


Some try to make it appear 
that the remaining ten of the El- 
der’s Council have grabbed the 
Constitution and are demanding 
that the Church of God lay 
down the New Testament and 
walk by the constitution. It is 
true that we grabbed it when it 
was pitched from the platform 
at the Assembly of 1921. Not 
only did the Elders grab it, but. 
every body did, andshoutéd 
over it just like- we did over 
scores of other things at other 
Assemblies, but I believe every- 
body felt better over the Consti- 
tution going through than any 
other move that was ever 
launched. Why? because all the 
leaders, with brother Tomlinson 
felt that we were getting down 
to a solid, tangible basis. That 
our organization would no more 
be hanging, floating in the air, 
vut we have a real constituted 
organization of which the sec- 
tions and articles placed on 
paper would show to all con- 
cerned, that we did have a real 
organization. I remember that 
after the Assembly at Jerusalem 
it is said that “they delivered 
them the decrees for to keep, 
that were ordained of the 
Apostles and elders which were 
at Jerusalem.” The Syriac 
says, “The injunctions which 
the apostles and elders had 
written.” Now notice it was 
decrees passed at the Assembly, 
and the decrees were written. 
The Syriac says it was in- 
junctions. These were drawn 
up in writing, injoined upon the 
churches to keep. I wonder if 
the churches began to grumble 
when the written decrees were 
given to them and said, “This 
isn’t the Bible and we will not 
stand for this thing passed at 
the Assembly. They have a lot 
of written matter for us to go . 
by so we will not stand for that 
special Assembly. They have 
sent us out a thing they call a 
decree, I never heard tell of that 
before, they just hatched that 
up at their Assembly; its a man 
made affair.” Yes brother, but 
you must remember that James, 
the General Overseer put it 
through; the church adopted it, 
and James said it seemed good 
to the Holy Ghost and us. 


I hear the brethren say, I 
don’t want to put any greater 
burden up on you. They were 
very careful that the church ° 
shouldn’t be burdened to heavi- 
ly. They were more willing to 
help them lift the burden or 
carry it than place a real weari- 
som burden upon them.

far as I know there is no issue joined 
on that question as it is a question 
entirely with the General Assembly, 
and to be handled by them when 
convened in regular session, if there 
be any question. We only feel it 
our duty to abide by and support the 
action of the General Assembly and 
be subject always’ to whatever de- 
cision or provision they may see fit 
to make. We would not attempt to 
waste ammunition or joinissue on a 
matter that does not concern us, or 
so premature that no conclusion could 
be reached legally. It is our opinion 
that if the General Assembly has been 
led wrong by its former leaders that 
they would be only too glad to make 
any necessary correction. However, 
we are not attempting to say that 
they have or have not. This is left 
for the decision of the General As- 


sembly when convened in its annual 
session. To say the least of it, we 
are not contending over the Consti- 
tution to retain it or not to retain 
it but do feel that it is an injustice 
to a fair minded public for certain 
individuals to undertake to raise such 
an issue to cloud the minds of the 
people against more serious matters. 
We regret the extensive circulation 
of letters and tracts make it neces- 
sary for us to continue to refer to 
this matter. Many of the letters and 
tracts referred to do not express the 
facts as we understand them and as 
found by those who have the matters 
in charge, but are misleading and

We are informed that A. J. Tomlin- 

son presented a new explanation at 

Louisville, Ky., of his affairs at head- 

quarters, and proceeded to change, and 

exchange, and to explain until he 

thought that he was able to make it 

tally to the penny and perfectly bal- 

ance. This is news to this office, and 

this matter has been under careful in- 

vestigation for months, with the aid 

of a competent auditor and to this 

date they have never been able to 

make his receipts, as shown on his 

books, together with notes in the 

bank, tally with his disbursements; 

neither have they as yet been able to 

see where it takes $63,060.07 to pay 

$47,327.95. The investigating com- 
mittee do not feel that they are re- 

sponsible for the unfortunate 

situation, as they were only appointed 

by the Elders in Council to make the 
investigation, therefore they do not 
feel that they are responsible for what 
they found, but that the parties are 
responsible who put it there to be 
found. It has never been their in- 
tention to give any individual the 
worst of it, but only to perform their 
duties faithfully and make a report 
back to the council who had assigned 
them this task. If these matters can 
be so easily explained in Louisville, 
Ky., and possibly other points, we are 
at a loss to know why he was unable 
to do this in the city of Cleveland, 
Tenn., after being so repeatedly in- 
vited to make any explanation that he 
may have, or any written evidence 
that would have a tendency to clear 
up the matter and to this date he has 
declined to do so. We have copies of 
letters here on file showing that he 
and his bookkeeper were invited to be 
present when the auditor was doing 
his work, and make any explanation 
of any and all items that he might see 
fit to make. We have been advised 
that he said that he had wanted to 
make this explanation: here but had 
been refused the privilege. This is in- 
correct, from the fact that he kas been 
repeatedly invited in writing and we 
have waited with long patience for a 
satisfactory explanation, but to this 
date we are not in receipt of same. 
The total figures above referred to are 
indicated by cash balances as shown 
on his books and notes in the bank, 
for which he received cash, and he 
indicates in the foot note on his ledger 
as to where the cash balances were 
applied, which was principally on the 
Publishing House debt and the Audi- 
torium debt. If all funds was applied 
as indicated, including the notes in 
the bank, it far over-reaches the in- 
debtedness on the Publishing House 
and Auditorium. We would yet wel- 
come a satisfactory explanation of all 
these items, and rejoice if all of these 
matters could be satisfactorily ad- 
justed, and I do not yet suppose that

TRUE BLUE

I never before in my life appreci- 
ated the words, True Blue, as I do 
now. I see so many things being 
produced to make people unstable, 
and so many people that are fickle 
and wishy-washy that I have decided 
that these words are truly valuable. 

The color blue has for a long time 
been used to represent that which 
was extremely right. Blue laws are 
noted for their extreme _ severity. 
Blue book is a name applied to of- 
ficial reports and other official papers. 


The word true means conformable 
to fact, not false and pretended, but 
honest, exact and correct. True blue 
would therefore mean to stand rigid 
and uncompromisingly for that which 
is correct and based on facts. 

An article which appeared in the 
Evangel some time past on “Radical- 
ism,” drew a beautiful picture of what 
it meant to be true blue. It is true 
that there are some people who are 
on the extreme in wrong, and it 
might be said that they are radically 
wrong. They will not jive up error 
after it has been shown up by facts. 
This does not do away with the fact 
that a man can be radical and right, 
for the man who is true blue is 
radically right. 


Established 


When a man is true blue he is 
established in the right. He is not 
carried about by fair speeches and 
impressions but he is foursquare for 
the truth and will be moved only by 
facts. 


In the 6th chapter of St. John 
we find Jesus teaching some 
hard sayings. It will be found by 
reading this that many of His dis- 
ciples left Him on this occasion and 
walked no more with Him. This 
did not prove that He ‘was wrong 
for the words that He spoke were 
spirit and truth, and those ‘twelve 
stayed with Him because they were 
true blue. It could not be made too 


hard for them as long as it was the 
truth. 


Another’ scene of true blue men is 
found in Daniel 3. The Hebrew 
children were accused of being radi- 
cals; that is, they prayed to God re- 
gardless of what the masses did. 
They were not afraid to stand by 
their religion for they knew that it 
was the true blue sort. When death 
was confronting them,andthey were 
promised life, they said, “Our God 
whom we serve is able to deiiver us 
from the burning fiery furnace * * *, 
but if not, be it known to thee, O 
King, that we will not serve thy 
gods.” These men stood radically on 
their belief, because they knew that 
they were right. They were some 
more of God’s true blue soldiers. 


Yellow 


There are some who will not stand 
flat-footed on the truth, but will al- 
low their friendship, sympathy or 
affection for some man cause them 
to be shaky. We have many of this 
kind of people in the world today. 
In politics there is a class called Mug 
Wumps. This class tries to stand 
with all and take sides with none. 
They are just whatever they are with. 


It has often been said that a man 
who is influenced by personalities 
and will not stand for his  convic- 
tions regardless of friends and rela- 
tives, has a streak of yellow about 
him. 

Now blue and yellow are both 
primary colors, but stand for opposite 
things. Blue stands for facts un- 
compomisingly. Yellow stands for 
that which is unstable and easy to 
compromise. What we need is the 


true biue without a tinge of yellow 
in it. 


Green 


Green commonly stands for ignor- 
ance. A man who is ignorant is 
considered green. I know some 
people who at one time received a 
real good experience but afterwards 
were influenced and baffled until 
they got a streak of yellow about 
them. They say they hardly know, 
yet they are always ready to spend 
their opinion about these things 
that come up. 


Green is not a primary color but 
is a mixture of blue and yellow. If a 
man is true blue he can know, but 
if he is undecided, unstable, or yel- 
low, he should take it for granted 
that he is a green horn and keep 
his mouth shut until he knows the 
truth and then stand true blue for it. 


Webster says that a green horn is 
one who is easily imposed upon. Re- 
gardless of how good an experience 
& man has, if he is green or doesn’t 
know things he will be easily im- 
posed upon because he has a streak 
of yellow in his experience, If a man 
has cowardice about him you can 
not teach him to know the truth of 
matters because his cowardice, or

CHILDREN SHOULD BE TRAINED 
IN THE SUNDAY SCHOOL

“Train up, a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, he 
will not depart from, it.” 


This is one thing, we, as members 
of the Churéh of God, ought to wake 
up about. We are claiming the 
highest stafdard of religion of any 
class of people on earth. Therefore 
we ought to have the brightest ex- 
perience and the cleanest life to 
back up our experience of anybody. 
The responsibility of the church is 
soon to rest on the shoulders of our 
children. You say we are looking 
for Jesus to come before that time. 
Yes, we are looking for Him any 
time and we ought to live every day 
just like we knew it was the last 
day we had to live ‘in this world 
At the same time we should live like 
we knew we had a hundred years: to 
stay here and work for Jesus. There 
is much to be done after Jesus comes 
and catches His saints up from the 
earth. Our work will live on and 
on after we have laid down the cares 
of this life and have gone to our 


‘reward. We are asleep on this line. 


Many children today think that 
the church house is a place  pre- 
pared for them to meet together and 
have a big time, running up and down 
the aisles and climbing over benches 
with a sweet potato, piece of cake 
or a lump of chocolate candy in 
their hands and screaming and yell- 
ing to the top of their voice. These 
things ought not to be in the Church 
of God. When the preacher says 
anything about it, some good sister 
hurt. Why does 
she get her feelings hurt? Because, 
no doubt, her child is ringleader in 
the bunch. 


The preacher gets up to preach 
and his congregation is eager to hear 
what he says. His message is 
weighing him down and he feels 
that God is sealing the truth. All at 
once some little fellow gives a kick 
and a yell and gets down out of 
his mother’s lap and runs out across 
the. floor to the altar rail, mounts it 
and begins to pace from one end to 
the other., He looks so sweet to 
his mother that she must call Sis- 
ter Jone’s attention to her baby. In 
about five minutes three or four 
more babies join the rank and what 
a time they have. ‘Finally two of 
them run together and knock each 
other backward. Well, you know 
what follows. The preacher might as 
well dismiss the congregation with- 
out a song and go home as for the 


good he will do after the collision. 

If your children grow up in this 
way they will be wild and reckless, 
not having any reverence for the 
house of God, or the worship of God 
anywhere but will prance in and out 
of the house in time of service, get- 
ting into all kinds of meanness and 
will sooner or later. bring shame and 
disgrace upon you—all because you 
failed to train them when they 
were little. 


If your baby cries while the preach- 
er is trying to preach, take him out 
of the house and don’t spare the rod 
or you will surely spoil the child. 
You ask, where will we teach our 
children how to behave—in church? 
The Sunday school is the place for 
that if it ‘takes you, the superinten- 
dent and every teacher in the school 
six months to get the children to 
where they will sit quiet—you have 
lost no time whatever. Nay! but 
you have accomplished a great work, 
more than most schools do in a 
lifetime. This is: a training school, 
not only to teach them the Word of 
God but to teach them to reverence 
the house of God. 


There is no reason why a little 
fellow shouldn’t walk to his class as 
soon as he gets where he can walk 
without holding to a bench. Of 
course the mother must carry the 
little one’s that can’t walk but every 
one that can sit alone ought to be in 
the class, 


The superintendent should never 
allow the one called on to lead in 
prayer to begin until he gets every 
child on his knees, with his face 
buried in his hands. They should 
stay that way until the prayer is 
ended. People have lost reverence 
for God and one great cause is neg- 
lecting the children. God help us to 
wake. up. 


I want to see che Sunday school 
interest move up. Let us pay more 
attention to the children in the Sun- 
day school and then get all the good we 
can out of it ourselves. It won’t be 
long until we can all enjoy it. Then 
when the preacher comes every body 
can hear what he has to say. More 
souls will get through to God and 
instead of bringing shame on the 
fathers and mothers when they grow 
up, they will put joy and gladness 
in their hearts as they see them 
shoulder the burden of the Church 
and make their mark in thg world.|

LET BROTHERLY LOVE CONTINUE 





Sketches from a sermon by Perry W. Hadsock at Harriman, Tenn. 





My text this morning is only four; look from the place where thou art 


words but if you can digest 
meaning of these words and put it 
into practice I will think you are 
doing good. This is my text, “Let 
Brotherly Love Continue.” Heb. 13:1. 


Brotherly love is the secret of our 
success. But this love must first 
exist before we can let it continue. 
The word continue means to remain; 
carry On uninterrupted. It is useless 
to say that this love does not exist 


among us to an extent anyway. It 
has been said that the Church of 
God people seen: to have’ greater 


love for one another than most all 
other people. Whether this _ state- 
ment is true or not we can’t say but 


we should love one another. 


In 1 John 3:1 we read these words, 
“Behold what manner of love’ the 
Father hath bestowed upon us, that 
we should be called the sons of God: 
therefore the world knoweth us not, 
because it knew him not.” I consider 
it the height of honor to be a son 
of God. It was His love for us that 
made it possible for us to become 
His sons, Brotherly love is true _af- 
fection for one another. The,home 
circle is a good type. When we en- 
ter a home that is anything like it 
should be we can see true affection 
demonstrated from the father down 
to the babe. First we notice 
how affectionate the husband is with 
the wife. They seek to please each 
other. if these conditions don’t exist 
beiween them, they are not what 
they should be for their 
should be one. We notice that the 
children are very affectionate toward 
one another. Though they may have 
little misunderstandings they are soon 
adjusted and they continue their play. 
They are brothers and love one an- 
other. Our love for one another as 
Christian brothers should be none 
the less, even greater for we are sup- 
posed to be men for God. The text 
says, LET brotherly love continue. 
That little word let has a two fold 
meaning. One is to suffer something 
to be done. Hence brotherly love 
continues. 


Abram and Lot are 
characters that I wish to call your 
attention to. “And there was a strife 
between the herdmen of Abram’s cat-

tle and ihe herdmen of Lot’s cattle; 
and the Canaanite and the Perizzite 
dwelled then in the land.” Gen. 13:7. 


Abram was Lot’s uncle by faith but 


they were brethren in the Lord. 
“And Abram said unto Lot.” You 
notice he had unis say to Lot. The 
great trouble with so many today 


is that they say to the wrong party. 
Let us go to the party involved, that 
“Let there be no srife, I pray thee, 
between 


me and thee and _. be- 
tween my herdmen and thy herd- 
men; for we be brethren.” Abram 


plead with Lot. He wanted brotherly 
love to coniinue. Hear his proposition 


in verse 9. “Is not the whole 
land before thee? separate thyself, I 
pray thee, from me: if thou wilt 
take the left hand, then I will go 
to the right; or if thou depart 
to the right hand, then I will go to 
the left.” He gave him his choice. 
This docs not mean we are to give 
over to the wrong issue but it con- 


veys the thought of humility. 


As a rule if you give a self-willed 
person plenty of rope (figuratively 
speaking) he will hang himseif. Lot 
made his own’ choice which was his 
first steps to backsliding. “And Lot 
lifted’ up his eyes and beheld all the 
plain of Jordan, that it was well 
watered every where, before the Lord 
destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah, ev- 
en as the garden of the Lord, like 
the land of Egypt, as thou comest 
unto Zoar. Then Lot chose him all 
the plain of Jordan; and Lot jour- 
neyed easi: and they separated them- 
selves the one from the other.”

the! northward, and southward, and east- 


ward, and westward: For all the 
land which thou seest, to thee will 
I give it, and to thy seed forever.” 
After Lot took his selfish course 
Abram hada talk with God “And 
the Lord said unto Abram.” It is 
God’s Word that we want, not a 
selfish impulse. 

Two other characters I wish to 
refer to are Jonathan and David. 
“And it came to pass, when he had 


made an end of speaking unto Saul, 
that the soul of Jonathan was knit 
with the soul of David, and Jona- 
than LOVED him as his own soul.” 
1 Sam. 18:1. If our souls were more 
knit together in love it would not be 


any task to suffer brotherly love to 
continue. In fact, it would be natural 
to do so. 

Shortly after I heara tnis gospel 


of holiness preached I had the priv- 
ilege of attending a camp meeting in 
Florida. I thought the people there 
demonstrated true brotherly love as 
they all seemed to be inierested in 


each other’s weifare. That caught 
me. I knew it existed then, but the 
text says, Let it continue. 

We will next notice some of the 
fruit of brotherly love. We read in 
Heb. 13:7, “Remember them which 
have the rule over you, who have 


spdken_unto you the word of God: 
whose faith follow, considering the 
end of their conversation.” We would 
do well not to forget our, leaders. 
This word rule comes from the Greek 
word Hezglomai, which means to lead. 
That is to command with official 
authority. If we have the proper 
love for our leaders we will rever- 
ence them in their respective posi- 
tions. In verse 17 we read, “Obey 
them that have the rule over you, 
and, submit yourselves: for they 
watch for your souls, as they that must 
give account, that they may do it 
with joy, and not with grief: for that 
is unprofitable for you.” 

Their is great responsibility rest- 
ing upon the leaders in the Church. 
The pastor has his hands full watch- 


ing over his flock. They must re 
member him and comply with his 
orders or instructions. If they fail 


to do this his work proves unprofi- 
table for them, yet he may be doing 
his, very best and God will reward 
hint for his labors, while they by not 


obeying will suffer loss. It is an 
easy matter for a church (I mean 
each individual member) to comply 


with the order of their pastor if they 
have brotherly love for him. God 
does not bless backward. A few 
years ago the minister of the gospel 
was leoked upon as a chosen vessel 
of God for thai purpose. His little 
flock reverenced him as such. I don’t 
like to say that it is not so amy more 
but it seéns to ne at some times and 
at some places that the minister of 
the Gospel is looked on as though he 
was preaching only for a job. I ad- 
mit that some ministers have proven 
to be Judases, but the office is as 
sacred as ever. The man who 
fills that office worthily, God expects 
us to obey his advice. If broth 
erly love exists for him we wiil do 
it.

and you will do it. 


The text says, LET brotherly love 
continue. Oh, how we need it to- 
day. There is nothing more con- 
vincing to the sinner than brotherly 
love demonstrated among us. In John 
13:34, 35 we read, “A new command- 
ment I give unto you, That ye love 
one another; as I have loved you, 
that ye also love one another. By 
this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if y> have love one to 
another.” It would be a hard task 
to prove our. discipleship if brotherly 
love doesn’t exist among us. In fact, 
we are not ‘the followers of Jesus 
Christ if we have not love one for 
another. 


I fear too many of us misinterpret 
true love. True love is demonstrated 
in deeds. If I say that I love you 
and the opportunity presents itself 
for me to help you out in some way 
and | can do it and I only -say, 
“Brother, I love you and hope you 
will come out alright,” would ‘you 
have any faith in my lqve? I think 


not. If I should fail (in my pastoral 
duties) to tell you your duty and 
instruct you in the way in which to 


be successful as a Christian, do I 
love you? I should say not. I am go 
ing to tell you your duty as a Chris- 
tian, regardless of how you feel about 
it. It is my duty to do so. [ama 
traitor if I fail and my love for you 
is limited. But I expect to tell you. 
Why? Because I love you. On the 
other hand you may say you love 
your pastor but unless you demon- 
strate it by performing your Chris- 
tian duties which ingludes tithe pay- 
ing, ete., | will have little confidence 
in your testimony, though you may 
testify ever so nice and shout and 
jump ever so high, that has no weight 
with me if you don’t produce the 
fruit. The fruit is what I look for. 
Now, don’t misunderstand me. We 
have some true blue loyal members 
in the Church of God at Harriman 
Tenn. We want it to continue—abide 
here. 


Brethren, we must not fail. We 
have vome too far on the way to 
fai! short now. We have fought too 
many battles together for us to al- 
low the enemy of our soul to break 
our brotherly love and thereby cause 
us utter defeat.
